‘‘lyo I remember any incidents of 
the under-ground railroad that 
Laven’t got into print?’”’ said an old 
abolitionist and slave-rescuer the 
other night in response toa question. 
‘Well, there is one story that I don’t 
remember to have seen in the books 
or the papers. In 1859, just in the 
height of the agitation, S——, our 
agent at Columbia, 8. C., had oc- 
casion to ticket a middle- aged negro, 
Job Yancey by name, through to 
Providence, R. I., by the under- 
ground. Job had sheltered a run- 
away in his cabin, and had been 
betrayed by another negro. He 
learned the situation and came to 
Columbia in the middle of the night. 
There was no hops of coneegling 
him. Our agent had thonght of a 
new meens of shipment that he had 
never tried. This was his oppor- 
tunity totry it, for Job was clear 
grit, strong with the well-knit 
strength of middle-age, and patient 
as his namesake. 

“S—— got outa large voffin that 
he had kept for the emergeucy, and 
into this coffin he put poor Job, and 
with him a quantity of crackers, 
cheese, dried meat and a rubber bag 
full of water. A few gimlet holes 
admitted air. Onthe first train in 
the morring Job Yancey went off, 
shipped as a corpse to a chosen ad- 
dress in Providence. Trainmen 
were generally respectful of the 
dead in those days and Job traveled 
comfortably fora time, barring the 
hours that he occasionally lay on 
some depot platform in the broiling 
Southern sun. Travel was slow and 
sometimes the treatment was a little 
rough. Job, after'a day orso, began 
to get exceedingly lame with the 
confinement and pressure; his grim 
berth grew irksome, but it was when 
the loud shouts and laughter of his 
own kind died away around him, 
and when that and the sickening 
chill came over him when they 
dumped him one night on the stone 
floor of a cold baggage-room some- 
where told him that he was in the 
North, that he began to suffer. The 
mere consciousness that he was in 
the North might have buoyed him 
up, however, if it had not been for 
one dresdful circumstance,’ 

‘*There was a sort of a faint gleam 
around him that told him it was day 
and he must have been in New York, 
for he says that he knew that he had 
been carried across some water by 
the sensation of rising and falling 
that he had felt. He had felt him- 
self rattled along in a wagon, too, 
and the wagon had brought upin a 
place where he liad heard the clatter 
and roar of trains again. His coffin 
was dragged violently out of the 
wagon, and when his bearers put 
him down they stood the coffin 
against a wail—on its head. He 
felt that he was lost and would die, 
but he dared not shout for help. 
That would mean discovery and de- 
livery to his owners, and worse than 
death. Better die there; even a 
horrible death from torture than he 
carried back to his master’s planta- 
tion. He clung to his determina- 
tion, but at last he felt his weakened 
senses give way. His conscious- 
ness, after minutes of agony, which 
seemed hours, was lost. 

“When he recovered Job had 
actually arrived at Providence, and 
his new-found friends—better friends 
than he had ever known—were us- 
ing their best endeavors to restore 
him. Inafew days he was able to 
step out intothe world,in a home 
inachosen village, a free man.”’"—

Another United States’ on this 
side of the sea seems to be just now 
not an impossibility—that is to say 
the United States of Central Amer- 
ica. Five little States in that part 
of the world, wearying apparently 
of the helpless condition of each ip 
its isolation, and regretting’ the 
ruin due to frequent wars, have 
agreed to keep the peace as between 
themselves and to form a union for 
mutual support against foreign foes. 
This uniou is an old idea, It was 
supported by our Government in 
the days when Henry Clay was 
Secretary of State. It was always 
opposed by England because she 
wishe!| to keep the little republic 


feeble. The union seems now likely 
to be realized. 


Detailed accounts of the cholera 
ravages in South America repre- 
sent the epidemic as very fatal and 
rapidly spreading. A Bolivian pa- 
per says that at Tucuman the death 
rate had reached 200 per day, and 
the only vehicles seen in the streets 
were hearses. In Santiago every 
part of the city has been ravaged 
by the pestilence.

W. 8S. Jackson, which was sent in 
some weeks ago, was accepted, and 
David H. Moffatt, Jr.,President of the 
First National Bank of this city, was 
unanimously chosen to succeed him. 
Resolutions thanking Mr. Jackson for 
his creditable and efficient man- 
agement since the reorganization 
of the roxd were presented and 
adopted. Mr. Moffatt was re-elected 
Director, and Walter Schessman 
chosen Director to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Jack- 
son. Immediately after his election 
Mr. Moffat appointed 8S. T. Smith,Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Kansas Pa- 
cific, to be General Manager of the D. 
and R.G. It is understood that Mr. 
Smith accepted tifeappointment. All 
the old officers were re-appointed. The 
Directors start out on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the road to-morrrow morning. 


The National Debt. 
WASHINGTON, May 38.
